“Be careful for nothing; but in ev- 
erything by prayer and supplication 


with thanksgiving let your requests 
be made known unto God.” 


It would be well to read Jer. 17:5-9 
before proceeding with the article. In 
this Scripture lesson we have two 


characters in view, the “cursed man” 
and the “blessed man.~ Te werd curs- 
ed Canaan because or nis father’s dis- 
“obedience, and because of this the 
Canaanites were to be servants to the 
rest of the people of the world repre- 
sented by Shem and Japheth. 


Cain was also cursed because of 
murder. The Lord told him that he 
should be cursed from the earth. The 
earth should withhold its strength and 
not yield abundantly to his labor. He 
was also to be a fugitive and vaga- 
bond ‘n the earth. Cain said that this 
was more than he could bear. This 
shows that when a curse is. placed 
upon anyone for disobedience it is ac- 
companied with reverses and suffer- 
ing. 

There are many things that will 
bring a curse. We find in the third 
chapter of Malachi that the people 
were cursed because they failed to 
pay tithes. If the saints of God will 
read and study this. chapter closely 
they will see that this applies to this 
day. 

The whole world is under the curse 
because of the fall. Gen. 8:21, but 
Christ came to redeem us from the 
curse. When men are once delivered 
from the curse of the fall why should 
they desire to go back under it? 

Who according to the lesson has 
again come under the curse? The 
Word says that it is the man who 
trusteth in man, and maketh flesh 
his arm, he whose heart departeth 
from the Lord. Thus showing that a 
man of God has turned away from 
the Lord and has failed to trust in 
Him, but is rather trusting in man 
and making the arm of flesh his stay. 
The Word says that this man shall 
not know when gooa comes. He shall 
be like a naked tree in the desert, a 
tree having no foliage, no sap or fruit. 
He has gotten so far from God that 
he cannot realize any good in any- 
thing. A true saint of God can see 
God in everything though Satan may 
bring certain things, he sees the hand 
of God in it. 

Blessed Because He Trusteth in God 

Now we will refer to the “blessed 
man.” He is blessed because he trust- 
eth in the Lord and his hope is in 
God. V. 7. 

While the cursed man is represent- 
ed by a naked tree, the blessed man 
is ,epresentea ¢y a fresh, greea tree 
planted by a river. It has green foliage 
and is continually bearing fruit. V. 8. 
What a contrast between the two 
men one is a “has been Christian,” 
the other a true, whole hearted Chris- 
tian. The first couid nave been just 
as much favored if he had continued 
to trust the Lord. 

The latter part of the 8th verse 
says, “And shall not be careful in the 
year of drought.” There comes a time 
of drought in every Christian’s life. 
He need not expect to be on _ the 
mountain top at all times. The a'l- 
wise God has made it necessary for 
him to be in the valley sometimes. 
But the main thing is that when he 
gets into the valley he must not sink 
within the mire, but should keep 
climbing until he tops the mountain 
again. If we stand our ground at al! 


times we can bear fruit in the val- 
ley the same as on the mountain. 

The text says, “Be careful for noth- 
ing.” This means that we should have 
such confidence in God that we will 
not worry when trials come, when it 
looks as though. everything is going 
to sink. Oh! Oh! My wife is going to 
die! I don’t think my boy will live, 
oh I am fearful that I will lose my 
property. Oh I fear that the Church 
of God will fail, what shall we do? 
Paul says, “Be careful for nothing.” 
Jesus said to Martha, Thou art careful 
about many things. She was worrying 
about the dinner, about the work, 
about Mary’s: indifference, but her 
carefulness did not please the Lord. 
He said that Mary had chosen the bet- 
ter part. 

How then are we to eliminate so 
much carefulness? The text says “In 
everything” not a few things, let your 
request be made known unto God. 
How shall we do this? My answer is, 
“By Radio.” You say, “what in the 
world do you mean?” I mean this, 
God is always in tune and in_har- 
mony with His own laws, so the only 
thing that we need to do is to con- 
tinue to adjust our lives until it 
comes in perfect attune with God and 
His laws then we may feel the vibra- 
tion within our soul that He has 
heard our prayers. 

Static Eliminated 

Sometimes the static in the air hin. 
ders the message coming in on the 
radio, so it is there are often hin- 
drances in getting our prayers thru 
for a while, but if we keep trying and 
adjusting we are sure to get through. 
Daniel failed for three weeks but he 
kept at it, he did not give up and lean 
upon the arm of flesh. 

Requests should be made with pray- 
er, supplication and thanksgiving. 
Supplication is more than an ordinary 
prayer, it means intreat or beg with 
desperate earnestness, but with this 
should be mixed thanksgiving. Jesus, 
at the grave of Lazarus said, “I thank 
thee that thou hast heard me, and I 
knew that thou hearest me always.” 
Though Jesus groaned in the Spirit at 
that memorable occasion and _ also 
prayed, He took time to thank God 
because he realized that He had al- 
ways heard him. How important that 
We remember former benefits. 

The child stretches out its arms 
and calls to its father and mother 
for help. And the parents love its call. 
That voice of dependence, desire, con- 
fidence, is music to their hearts. No 
parent, however tender and _ wise 
should wish his child never to ask 
anything from him. It would be very 


unnatural for a child to say, “My 
father has arranged all for me; he 
will do his best, and I _ need 


never tell him a trouble or a wish.” 


Every true parent loves to hear his |, 


child asking comfort in trouble, pro- 
tection in danger, and the supply of 
its wants. And God, who made a 
father’s heart, represents Himself as 
our Father, and teaches us as. chil- 
dren to “call upon Him in trouble.” 

Oh that we could get to the place 
that we could have explicit faith in 
God! then we would cease worrying 
or having so much care over things 
that perhaps could be shifted. 

This may be done by doing as Mary 
did, sit at the feet of Jesus and let 
Him smile upon us, teaching us by 
His Spirit what is the right way.

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FASTING

“Behold, the Lord’s hand is not 
shortened, that it cannot save; neith- 
er his ear heavy, that it cannot hear: 
But your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and your 
sins have hid his face from you, that 
he will not hear.” Isa. 29:1-2. 

The Lord has impressed this sub- 
ject on my mind, because we see so 
many worshippers and so many of 
those who do not understand what it 
means to fast for God and for right- 
eousness sake. Our pastors often 
call a fast for the healing of our 
bodies and there will be many to fast, 
but the ones for whom the fast was 
called, fails to get healed. Then the 
devil says there is something wrong 
with the saints. I say so too. Prob- 
ably the ones who fasted did not 
understand what they were fasting 
‘or, and others simply fasted because 
*+is cr her neighbor was fasting, or 
because someone said that the pastor 
announceg a fast. 

Cften we hear saints praying, after 
they have fasted for one whole meal, 
“Lord give us all the spiritual gifts,” 
when we know we are not worthy of 
even one of them, because we have 
not pleased the Lord in the least; we 
have not fasted for the thing that we 
desire at all; we have just simply 
done without one meal, or two, and 
maybe have not breathed one prayer 
to the Lord during the fast. God 
wants the glory out of our lives and 
when we fast, He wants glory out w. 
the fast. 

Some will say, how can we fast in 
vain? Read Isa. 58:4 “Behold, ye fast 
for strife and debate, ang to smite 
with the fist of wickedness:” The 
Lord does not know anything about 
such fasting and He will not hear 
such folks when they pray; He will 
not hear people when they pray for 
such as the above text tells us about. 
See Jer. 14:9-13. 


We should rent our hearts and not ' 


our garments; afflict our souls and 
believe the Lord, then our fast will 
be acceptable with the Lord, and the 
purpose accomplished. He said this 
kind goeth not out but by fasting. 
Sometimes I believe the heathen and 
the outlaws of our countmes are more 
sincere about what they do than lots 
of Church of God folks. What I mean 
is, in the way of fasting to accom- 
plish their ends. I used to read about 
Frank and Jesse James and other out- 
laws who would bind themselves to- 
gether under an oath to neither eat, 
nor drink until certain avenges, or 
depredations were made. And they 
generally stood true to their cove- 
nants, but not so with lots of Church 
of God folks. We see them testify, 
“I’m going thru with the Lord, I’m 
going all the way.” They make loud 
claims to this or that, but just pro- 
claim a fast and they commence 
making excuses, “I just can’t fast and 


cook,” and “I can’t fast and work,” ev- 
ery excuse imaginable. When it comes 
to suffering for the Lord many are 
faint-hearted and weaklings. When 
there are devils to be cast out, if we 
would get down to business and say, 
“Lord, we will neither eat. nor drink 
until you do the work,” and stick to 
it, the Lord would work many more 
wonders than He does. It is absolutely 
our fault that the sick are not being 
healed any more thar they are; it 
is our fault that devils are not being 
cast out any more than they are. 
There are more devils fasting against 
us (Church of God) than we are 
against them. If we will but stand 
true, the devils fasting against us, 
wouldn’t make any difference. Some 
will ask “Have you any Bible for sin- 
ners fasting against God’s people?” 
Sure, read Acts 23:12-14 where about 
forty bound themselves under’ a 
curse to neither eat, nor drink until 
they had killed Paul. Isa. 59:2 says, 
“But your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and your 
sins have hid his face from you, that 
he will not hear.” Dear souls, it 
means something to fast for righteous- 
ness sake and for God. For, “Behold, 
the Lord’s hand is not  shorteneff 
that it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy, that it cannot hear.” “For 
whatsoever you ask.in.my name, I 
will do it.” 

Now if we ask anything in His 
name, believing, we will receive _ it; 
seek and pursue it. Whatever your 
hands find to do, do it with all your 
might. This Bible is not a joke book, 
but is the infallible Word of God and 
not to be played with, or just preached 
to the people, but to be practiced and 
obeyed.

Animal Instinct: We can see that 
God hag instilled in the nearts of the 
animal kingdom to fast: we can see 
that the instinct tells the dumb ani- 
mal when to tast and when it gets 
ill or disordered, you cannot make it 
eat or drink, but it will fast until it 
becomes normal again. or the disease 
leaves, or it will continue to fast until 
death. You know that we sometimes 
say that we will just fast until God 
does certain things and maybe we 
will fast twenty-four hours and maybe 
not that long, so naturally we begin 
to hunger and thirst and think within 
ourselves that If God doesn’t do the 
thing by a certain time, I will just be 
compelled to eat some. We will think 
more about eating the temporal food 
than the spiritual food and the devil 
just tells us we can’t stand to fast any 
longer, and into the bean pot we go; 
that breaks the fast and we have lost 
that much of our time. 

When you get hold of God and hold 
on until the work is done, then it is 
that God gets glory out of your fast. 
God wants a people who will stick; a 
people that will fast until their de- 
sire is accomplished: a people that 
He can honor, and He WILL honor 
His people. Folks will tell us that we 
need not expect God to do everything 
we ask, but His Word says that He 
WILL.

ders of His matchless grace. 

We come now to consider three out- 
standing gifts wnich Heaven has be- 
stowed upon us: First, the gift God 
made to save the world. “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believ- 
eth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” Jno. 3:16. 

There is a twofold meaning in the 
gift of Jesus. The object of the Fath- 
er was to give His Son for a lost 
world. He did not send Jesus to con- 
demn the world, (See verse 17). It 
was already condemned. God’s law hag 
been spoken and as a result, man 
was condemned to death, under a law 
of sin and death he haq no life, he 
was dead in tresspasses and _ sins. 
This lifeless, hopeless and helpless 
condition of man moved the heart of 
God to provide a substitute to die in 
man’s stead. His love was so great 
that He passed by all other heavenly 
intelligencers and selected that which 
was the nearest and dearest to Him, 
His only begotten Son, and not that 
whosoever meriteth, but whosoever 
believeth, might have eternal life. Oh! 
what a boon, what a heavenly treas- 
ure is ours just for the believing of 
the record that God gives of His Son. 
No works, no price to bring; simply 
to the cross to cling. Christ is the 
ransom, He is the price paid for your 
sins; your part is only to believe and 
eternal life is yours. 

Second, the gift Jesus made to sanc- 
tify the Church. “Christ also loved the 


church, and gave himself for it; That 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of water by the word, 
That he might present it to himself 
a glorious church, not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing; but that 
it should be holy and without blem- 
ish.” Eph, 5:25-27. 

We notice that while God gave His 
Son for a specific purpose, the Son 
also gave Himself for a specific pur- 
pose. While the Father saw a lost and 
ruined world that moved Him to give 
His Son, Jesus saw and loved a beau- 
tiful Church, His espoused wife, (the 
Bride, the Lamb’s wife) and He so 
loved Her that He gave Himself for 
Her on Calvary’s cross (Heb. 13:12), 
that He might make Her holy and 
without blemish, taking out all the 
spots and wrinkles so that He could 
present Her to His Father without 
blemish. 

It makes no difference what posi- 
tion you may take of the Church, 
spiritual or literal, or how you may 
become a member, or by what name 
you may insist on having Her called, 
the facts regarding Her sanctification 
remain the same. Suppose you take 
the almost universal view that regen- 
eration, or being born again, is the 
door by which we become a member 
of the Church, then Christ gave Him- 
self for regenerated people that He 
might sanctify regenerated people by 
the washing of the water by the Word 
that He might present regenerated 
people without spot or wrinkle or any 
such thing, but that regenerated peo- 
ple might be holy and without blem- 





ish. 


If you insist that the Methodist 


Church is the Church of God, 
then Jesus loved the Methodist 
Chureh and gave Himself for the 
Methodist Church, that He might 


sanctify and cleanse the Methodist 
Church with the washing of the water 
by the Word, that He might present 
the Methodist Church to Himself a 
glorious Church not having spot or 
wrinkle or any such thing, but that it 
should be holy and without blemish. 

The same is true of the Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Catholic, or Campbelilite, 
if you insist that either, or all of them 
are the Church of Christ, of God. 
Then Jesus gave Himself that He 
might sanctify them. To oppose it and 
refuse to let Jesus’ blood sanctify 
you, is to reject the very thing 
Christ came to do which makes you a 
Christ-rejector and puts you in the 
same case with the Jews and makes 
you guilty of the blood of Christ. “This 
is the will of God, even your sanctifi- 
cation.” 1 Thess. 4:3. 

Jesus came to this world to do His 
will. “Lo, I come to do thy will, O 
God. He taketh away the first, that 
he may establish the second. By the 
which will we are sanctifieq through 
the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all.” Heb. 10:9-10. 
Notice that it was through the offer- 
ing of His body. Where and when 
was this done? (See Heb. 13:12, 13.) 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his . own 
blood, suffered without the gate. Let 
us go forth therefore unto him with- 
out the camp, bearing his: reproach.” 
O Brother do not reject holiness for 
without it no man shall see the Lord. 
(See Heb. 12:14).
